WASHINGTON, 
Ju ly 12.—Senator 
Lori mer resumed his 
vigorous 
de* 
nunclatlon of his enemies when he 
continued his speech today to main* 
tain his seat in the United States sen* 
ate. 
Packed galleries greeted him. 
After a canvass of members the an* 
tl-Lorimer forces declared that there 
had been no change in the reported 
majority of ten to unseat 
Lo rimer, 
despite his wonderful oratory. 
The heat in the Senate 
chamber 
was intense, but it did not deter the 
crowds. 
Many brought tneir lunch, 
expecting to remain throughout the 
day. 
Lorimer, who was speaking de* 
spite the advice of his physicians, ap­ 
peared worn, 
but 
his 
voice 
was 
strong. 
He 
occupied 
the 
center 
aisle, his bulky 
figure 
clad 
in 
a 
serge suit, clerically 
white 
tie and 
shirt. 
Frequently his voice broke or 
rasped as he hurled diatribes at his 
enemies. 
Referring to the attack up* 
on him by the press, Lorimer cried: 
“ Was I warned? 
Was I given a 
sword, and told to defend 
myself? 
No, they wanted to sneak up In the 
dark of night, with a club, and beat 
out their enemy's brains. 
That's the 
way they wanted to win- 
Was ever 
mortal more completely surrounded 
by 
conspiracy 
and 
intrigue? 
The 
President of the United States, the 
ex-president, Bryan, the trust 
press 
of the country, all joined In the con* 
spipracy against one man, to satisfy 
the malice of the most corrupt set of 
newspaper owners 
known 
to 
the 
country." 
Lorimer prefaced this sally with a 
sarcastic reference to Roosevelt, re­ 
ferring to the 
91.900,000 
campaign 
fund of 1904, remaking that probably 
none of that came from the "malefac­ 
tors of great wealth." 
He criticized 
Taft, reading rrom Taft's letter to 
Roosevelt, in which 
the 
President 
said: 
"I want to win, so do you." 
Prim er asserted that he bad spent 
more than .920,OOO of his own funds 
in attempting to advance his person­ 
al hobby, the deep 
waterway 
pro­ 
ject, and ~4b receipts 
showing the 
expenditure of 920,000. 
He declared 
that if it had not been tor his "prose­ 
cution," the project would have car­ 
ried. 
At I o'clock, after 
Lorimer 
had 
spoken tor three hours, a luncheon 
recess was ordered. At 4:10 this af­ 
ternoon he still had not finished, hnd 
was very tired. 
The Senate accord­ 
ingly recessed until tomorrow morn­ 
ing at IO o’clock, when the Illinois 
man will nnish his defense.

CHICAGO, July 12.—The 
five-day 
•poll of sizzling beat throughout the 
Middle West, Ohio valley and on the 
Atlantic seaboard, which has left a 
trail oi more than fifty deaths and 
hundreds of prostrations in its path 
was broken 
yesterday 
by 
terrific 
thunder-storms in a dozen 
different 
states. 
In New York a black squall broke 
over the city in the afternoon bring­ 
ing with it relief from 
the steady 
heat. The squall stirred up the mod­ 
erate westerly wind to 
a 
gale 
of 
forty-five miles an hour and the tem­ 
perature after the storm 
fell from 
89 degrees, the highest point in the 
day. to 76 degrees, 
and from that 
time on tne thermometer registered 
75 degrees. 
One man 
did 
of the 
7b degrees. 
One man died of the 
prostrations. 
At Pittsburg a heavy storm broke 
the terrific heat and brought a relief 
to the residents of the Smoky City. 
In Chicago and the

VOTERS TO REGISTER OTHER 
THAN IN OLD PARTY RANKS 


The Big Roosevelt Fight Does Not 
Mean Change in Party Names 
Just Yet

Progressive Republican or Progres­ 
sive Democrat or just plain Progres­ 
sive, there is no need at this time 
for any voter to register in Califor­ 
nia otherwise than In the old party 
ranks. 
The reason for this is that the pri­ 
mary law in this state makes no pro­ 
vision for placing on the ballot of the 
primary election on September 2 any 
other tickets than those of the par­ 
ties who voted for governor in the 
last state election. 
Hence, there is 
absolutely no provision in the law 
for the placing of a new prfrty on the 
primary election ballot. 
Hence the call issued to all Pro­ 
gressives Ts this: 
Register in your 
old parties. 
Th»n fight out your bat­ 
tle in your party ranks in the pri­ 
mary election in September. 
After 
that events will decide tne issue. 
If 
there is a third party, then will be 
time enough before the general elec­ 
tion of November 5 to align 
your­ 
selves under some new banner. 
Progressives Real Regulars 
The Roosevelt supporters in 
this 
state have determined 
to hold the 
position that the 
real 
Republican 
party did not nominate Taft at Chi­ 
cago. The porch climbers did. Hence, 
there is no bolt and there is no need 
of a new party at 
this 
particular 
time. 
The primary law, the act passed at 
the special session of 1911, calls for 
conventions to be held on the fourth 
Tuesday in September, three weeks 
after the primary election. 
Both Re­ 
publicans ana Democrats will be ex­ 
pected to hold their own conventions. 
As has been explained, there is no 
chance for a third party convention. 
The delegates to these conventions 
will be representatives of the respect­ 
ive parties who have been named by 
their districts to make the legislative 
fight. 
There are eight assemblymen 
and twenty state senators to be nomi­ 
nated. That means that there will be 
IOO nominees at each convention, as 
well as the holdover state senators— 
fourteen in the Republican 
conven­ 
tion and six in the Democratic con­ 
vention.

One 
of the chief values of legislative pro* 
cess in lawmaking is the opportunity 
that is afforded for amendment to se­ 
cure legal and equitable wording of 
the proposed laws. Sometimes there 
is a chance that these amendments 
may vitiate the hills, hut for the most 
part they are vastly improved. 
In 
fact, very few bills as they are orig­ 
inally introduced would pass the read­ 
ing of the courts, or could be made 
laws without doing great and unex­ 
pected harm through some oversight 
on the part of the Solon who draws 
them up. Passing through the hands 
of two or more committees, three sep­ 
arate readings in each house of the 
legislature, and final scrutiny at the 
hands of the governor and his staff of 
legal advisers, give assurance that the 
bills have that careful consideration 
which the wording of all laws should 
have. But in spite of all this care, it 
took two sessions of favorable legisla­ 
tures to get a law against race gam­ 
bling on the books that would be en- 
forcible. 
None of this care will be exercised 
on fairect legislation. , As any man 
draws up a bill and starts petitions In 
its favor, so it must either stand or 
fall. No matter what errors may be 
discovered these cannot be changed, 
without'going over the whole4 proced­ 
ure again. Bills would be proposed 
whose general purpose would be fa­ 
vored by the electorate but whose 
wording would be impossible or would 
at least work injustice in unexpected 
instances.

NOTHING RESERVED. 


It is to be hoped, therefore, that no 
petitions for new laws on the ballots 
will be flied except those which have 
the backing of a well organised body 
of men, who feel conscientiously that 
tlfey cannot secure a Just hearing be­ 
fore the legislature and who have se­ 
cured the proper legal advice as to the 
form of their proposals. If this course 
is pursued, there probably will not be 
more than two or three measures to 
be submitted at each election, which 
is not too many for the people to give 
attention to. 
As a matter of fact 
the greatest 
danger to the whole policy of direct 
legislation is not from those who op­ 
pose it, but from those who, seeming 
to favor it, make use of it for their 
own selfish or Impractical 
purposes. 
Cranks will, recognising that they 
would have no chance before the leg­ 
islature, try by petition to get their 
ideas on the ballot. And people who 
are not cranks, with ideas which they 
know are not favored by either legis­ 
lature or people, will start initiative 
petitions for “educational” purposes, 
hoping by this means to popularize 
their ideas with a chance that they 
may slip something onto the regular 
ballot and that in the rush of election 
affairs it may go through. 
It will be wise for good citizens gen­ 
erally to be chary of signing initiative 
petitions. The bad habit of signing 
all petitions that are presented may 
now become a positive source of trou­ 
ble and even of danger to the state. 
Petitions have acquired the power of a 
vote; they should have an equal sanc­ 
tity. No one should sign a petition to. 
have anything put upon the ballot that 
he would not with equal readiness 
vote for when it is presented to him 
upon the ballot. The specious argu­ 
ment of “give the people a chance to 
vote upon it” has no foyce when the 
law provides that the petition of a cer­ 
tain number of favorable persons la 
necessary to give a proposition stand­ 
ing. 
In general, lf there is any 
doubt 
about the wisdom of a proposition, and 
you are asked to sign an initiative pe­ 
tition—don’t.

"Complete adjudications rope so tar 
been made by the Board On wfteen dif­ 
ferent streams..involvlng a total of 965 
separate rights. These determinations 
affect title to water for the irrigation 
of 89.084 acres of land at a total cost 
to the claimants of 09119. 
Nine of 
thesa determinations have been con 
firmed by the Circuit Court in the re­ 
spective counties, and 496 certificates 
have been issued. The average cost In 
fees to these certificate holders being 
010.50, and the total* area of irrigated 
land included in these final records 
amounts to 54,900 acres. 
"The nine adjudications have been 
completed without a single appeal to 
the Supreme Court. The streams In­ 
volved are among the most complicat­ 
ed in the state. Heretofore practically 
every water case was carried to the 
highest tribunal and final decision de­ 
layed from five to ten years. 
Only one year's experience has been 
had In the distribution of water by the 
water maater under decrees of the 
Board of Control, in every case the 
people have been well pleased with the 
results, as compared with the old math 
od of enforcing rights by injunction 
proceedings before the courts. The law 
is a success only in so far as the ad­ 
ministrative authorities can distribute 
tbe water in accordance with the de­ 
cree, and at times when it is needed." 
In conclusion: To those who are op­ 
posed to a Water Commission which 
shall have supervision of the acquist 
lion of water and the distribution of 
the same. because it is a commission, 
let me refer to the Railroad Commis­ 
sion of California and the gplendld 
work It his done since it came into of­ 
fice; Hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars saved to shippers of California; 
many irregularities in traffic and in­ 
justices in passenger and freight rates 
corrected, and without protest on the 
part of th* railroad companies or other 
utility corporations. 
If that can be 
done by a public utility commission, 
why will it not be possible to have a 
Water Commission In California ac­ 
complish as much by the proper super­ 
vision of the appropriation and Ute of 
the waters of the state? This item s 
to have been done in Oregon, as out­ 
lined in the buieltln referred to, with 
little expense to those interested, and a 
great deal of satisfaction to all parties 
concerned. Let us not be prejudiced 
against a Water Commission, as such, 
but if we can point out ways and 
means by which the work of such a 
commission may he* more effectively 
and fairly done, we will be doing a 
great good to ourselves, as well aa our 
neighbors.

.a e famous advocate of sour milk as 
a preventive ot old age recently lent 
the high authority of his name to a 
method of vaccination 
against 
ty­ 
phoid fever in which the living mi­ 
crobes of the disease are 
injected 
into human beings. 
This was discussed at

recent 
meeting of the Paris 
Academy 
of 
Medicine, to which an extraordinari­ 
ly large crowu o* physicians was at­ 
tracted by the title of the principal 
paper: “Note Upon 5000 
Cases of 
Anti-typhoid Vaccination,” 
by Capt. 
Vincent, of the Vai-de-Grace Military 
Medical School. Capt. Vincent is the 
inventor of tits common anti-typhoid 
vaccine, now used in almost all the 
armies of the civilized 
world. 
His 
vaccine is made from the dead bacilli 
of typhoid, sterilized, and possessing 
all the virtues of a 
living, vaccine 
without its dangers. 
He pointed out 
. at Prof. Metchnikoif’a vaccine pos­ 
sesses the grave danger 
of 
giving 
real typhoid to him who is seeking 
immunity therefrom, and In addition 
Is vary likely to create disease, bear 
contagion about aud communicate it 
to others. 
After Capt. Vincent has described 
the universal success of his method, 
Prof. Chantemesse, 
whose authority 
ranks with that of Prof. Metchnikoff, 
says: 
“Never under 
any 
circumstances 
would I inject the living bacilli of 
typhoid under the pretext of vaccina­ 
tion. I shall never consent to follow 
a method that may be murderous.” 
Capt. Vincent’s method of anti-ty­ 
phoid vaccination received 
its moat 
thorough test in Algiers and Moroc­ 
co, where it virtually 
rendered the 
French army immune from that dis­ 
ease. 
It is used by the 
American 
army and the national guard of many 
states, and there is not much likeli­ 
hood of Metcbnikoff’s system replac­ 
ing It.

Regardless of the slump in pota­ 
toes in Southern California, and es­ 
pecially in the Los Angeles market, 
retail men are holding up the price, 
charging in many cases as, much as 
the consumer had to pay last Winter, 
when potatoes were scarce. Potatoes 
should sell at the retail store now at 
about eight pounds for IO cents for 
4hw poorer quaTftiRsf—the kind often 
Sloughed off on the consumer—and 
the best grades should sell at about 
live pounds for IO cents. As it Is the 
retailer has been charging for infe­ 
rior potatoes about 25 cents for live 
pounds. 
Potatoes in the local market yes­ 
terday sold as low as 35 cents a hun 
dred pounds, the 
wholesaler 
being 
glad to get that for his inferior stock 
The very best stock in the market 
sold at 90 cents a sack. This stock in 
eluded all grades, and potatoes this 
year are conceded to be the best ever 
known in this 
market 
from 
local 
points. 
Cantaloupes were scarce yesterday 
End all grades 
advanced. 
The 
hot 
weather coming in the wake of rains 
in the Imperial Valley has damaged 
the crop, and the old fields have been 
picked and nothing now remains but 
the new fields, not yet fully matured 
The market is depending on the local 
crop to reinforce It.
